reeking dagger from the breast of the 
slain; he pointed out what constituted a 
conspiracy, and what was required to be 
roved in such a case, and said that Mr. 
allum would read the law onthe subject. 
Iie contended that the defense had failed 
to prove that Patterson was an accessory 
to the murder,and then proceeded to give a 
brief review of the several matters 
that had been adduced as to aequain- 
tance of Patterson with Morgan 
and Inman, and asked if it was any 
proof that he had entered into a con- 
spir with them to kill a man because 
he had been seen two or three times in 
their presence, had become responsible 
for their board a couple of weeks, saying 
they expected to receive money by ex- 
, and inviting one of them to a social 
party at his house, where there were 
many other persons. He wanted to know 
how it was possible for the prosecution to 
torture these acts into a conspiracy to per- 
petrate a bloody tragedy. He argued 
strongly that the evidence was not suffi- 
clent to commit the defendent for trial, 
and saidthat many of the witnesses for 
the prosecution had come before the 
Court reeking with perjury. Proceeding to 
allude to the ev oe of the colored 
man Geo Washington, and the fact 


that he been a straw bondsman in the 


Criminal Court, he said that he had man- 
ope by his perjary in that case to get 

lonel Gallaway, of the AVALANCHE, 
into trouble, and completely —— 
Judge Hunter, as his action, perjury an 
false seourity, had given rise to the cele- 
brated contempt case.
